IT  has  been  thought  proper,  in  order  that  this 
work  may  not  be  fwelled  with  unncceflary  {y^ 
jfionyms,  that  the  plants  defcribed  in  the  Species 
Plantarum  and  the  two  Manofla's  of  the  elder 
Linnaeus,  (hould  fimply  be  referred  to  thofe  books, 
with  the  addition  only  of  references  to  the  works 
of  Jacquin,  Curtis,  L'Heritier,  and  the  Flora 
Roffica. 

The  Supplementum  Plantarum  of  the  younger 
Linnaeus  was  not  publifhed  till  great  progrefs  had 
been  made  in  compiling  this  Catalogue;  plants 
that  were  inferted  in  it  before  the  time  of  that  pub- 
lication, will  therefore  frequently  be  found  to  have 
the  fame  fynonyms  as  are  given  in  it ;  all  that  hav« 
been  added  fuice  are  referred  to  it  in  the  fame 
manner  as^  others  are  to  the  works  of  the  Father  i  but 
errors  which  too  frequently  occur  in  the  Son's  publi- 
cation, are,  wherever  they  have  been  difcovercd, 
torrefted.

All  plants  that  arc  not  defcribcd  by  either  of  the 
Linnaeus's  have  every  fynonym  of  careful  writers, 
that  could  be  difcoyered^  annexed  to  them. 

When  the  younger  Linnaeus  was  in  England^  in 
1781  and  178  2,  he  compofed  a  treatife  on  the  Palms 
and  Liliiiceous  Plants^  extrafts  of  which,  as  far  as 
was  thought  likely  to  be  ufeful  to  this  Catalogue, 
he  connmunicated  to  the  Author ;  this  Manufcript 
is  quoted  under  the  abbreviation  oi  Linn.  fiL  His 
death,  which  happened  foon  after  his  return  to 
Sweden,  prevented  its  publication  j  but  it  is  in  the 
pofleflion  of  Dr.  James  Edward  Smith,  of  London, 
^s  are  alfo  the  libraries  and  coUedions  of  both  the 
Father  and  the  Son. 

References  are  frequently  made  to  the  works  of 
M.  L'Heritier,  tinder  Plants  of  which  he  has  not 
yet  publiihed  either  defcriptions  or  figures  5  thefe 
are  taken  from  communicarions  this  gentleman 
frequently  miade,  during  the  courfe  of  printing,  of 
every  thing  he  had  prepared  for  the  prefs.  But,  as 
the  public  will  in  due  time  be  put  into  poiTelfion  of 
the  whole,  little  need  be  faid  on  this  fubjeft. 

Throughout  the  whole  of  this  Catalogue,  an  at^  ' 
tempt  is  made  to  trace  back,  as  far  as  poflible,  bow 
long  each  Plant  has  been  cultivated  in  the  Britifh 
Gardens,  and  to  fix,  with  as  much  precifion  as  the 
nature  of  the  fubjedt  would  allow,  the  epoch  of  its 
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idtroduaiori.  This,  like  b\1  new  undemkmgs, 
will  be  liable  to  many  corredioris.  For  the  ufe, 
therefore,  of  thofe  who  may  undertake  to  improve 
it,  a  chconological  lift  of  the  printed  authorities  that 
have  been  made  ufe  of  is  ahhexed.

Whether  Miller's  diftionary,  and  efpedally  the 
fecond  volume  of  the  edition  of  1739,  can  be  con- 
.  fidered  as  fufBcient  authority  for  concluding  the 
plants  mentioned  in  it  to  have  been  aftually  culti^ 
vatcd  in  England  at  the  time  of  its  publication, 
may  be  a  matter  of  doubt.   Lyte's  Herbal  is  an 
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'aftual  tranflation  of  Dodonscusi  and  Parkinfoh'fi 
Paradifus  tcrreftris  little  better  than  a  compilation 
from  other  books*  Miller's  diftionary  is  certainly 
,  a  more  original  work  than  either  of  thefe ;  it  is 
feldom,  however,  if  ever,  that  the  author  has 
quoted  either  of  thefe  books  as  authority,  without 
having  been  induced  by  fome  additional  reafon,  to 
believe  the  plants  alluded  to  were  actually  culti*- 
rated  here  at  the  time  ftated* 

Several  Manufcripts  preferved  in  the  Sloanean 
CoUeftion  at  the  Britifh  Mufeum  have  been 
made  ufe  of  in  this  part  of  the  Work,  particularly 
N*  3370,  intitled,  Horti  Regii  Hamptonienfis 
cxoticarum  Plantarum  Catalogus;  to  which  an- 
•other  hand- writing  has  added,  by  Dr.  Gray,  On  a 
blanks  page  in' this  book  is  the  following  memo- 
randum :  **  This  Catalogue  I  took  from  one 
**  which  the  Intendant  of  the  garden  they  were  in 
**  at  Hampton-Court,  lent  to  me  upon  the  place, 
"  with  liberty  fufficient  to  infpedl  the  Plants :  they 
**  were  brought  from  Soefdyke,  a  houfe  belonging 
*^  to  Mr.  Bentink,  afterwards  Earl  of  Portland, 
'*  about  the  year  1690,  and  given  by  him  to  King 
«  William."

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of  fieaufbrt^  has  been  obtained.  R.  S.  means  die 
ipecimens  of  Plants  annually,  in  obedience  to  Sir 
Hans  Sloane's  will,  prefented  by  the  Company  of 
Apothecaries  to  the  Royal  Society,  part  of  which 
are  depofited  in  the  library  belonging  to  that  body, 
in  Somerfet  Place,  and  the  remainder  in  the  Britifli 
Mufeum. 

On  the  authority  of  various  letters  and  other 
psq>ers  communicated  by  Michael  CoUinibn,  Efq; 
many  Plants  are  faid  to  have  been  introduced  by 
his  father,  Mr.  Petet  CoUinfon,  of  MiU  Hill. 

Mr.  Knowlton,  formerly  Gardener  to  James  Shc- 
raidj  M.  D.  at  Eltham,  gave  a  variety  of  ufeful 
information,  to  which  his  name  is  always  annexed; 
He  died  in  178a,  at  the  age  of  90. 

Mr.  James  Lee,  nurlcryman  at  the  vineyard, 
Hammerfinith,  who  remembers  the  gardens  of 
Archibald  duke  of  Argyle,  at  Whitton,'  near 
Hounflow,  cultivated  with  much  care  and  liberal 
expence,  has  furnifhed  the  Author  with  a  lift  of  the 
Trees  that  were  introduced  by  his  Graces 

From  his  own  memory  the  Author  ftatcs  feveral 
Plants  to  have  been  cultivated  by  Mr.  Ph.  Miller, 
in  the  Phyfick  Garden  at  Chelfea,  though  ilo  refe- 
rence is  made  to  them  in  his  Gardener's  Diftionary. 

Some  Plants  arc  by  tradition  known  to  have 

been 
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been  introduced  by  Robert  James  Lord  Petre,  biit 
the  times  when  arc  utterly  forgot;  to  renledy^ 
as  much  as  ppffible,  this  inconvenience,  they  arc 
always  ftated  as  having  been  introduced  before 
1742,  the  time  of  his  Lordfhip's  death. 

Mn  Miller,  in  his  Diftionary,  often  mentions 
Plants  as  having  been  fent  to  him  by  Dr.  Houftoun, 
but  he  frequently  omits  the  time  when  he  received 
them;  thefe,  therefore,  are  in  like  manner  ftated 
as  having  been  introduced  before  the  period  of  the 
Dodtbr's  deceafe,  which  happened  in  1733. 

As  the  figure  of  Calceolaria  Fothcrgillii  difFen 
a  little  from  the  defcription,  it  is  neceffary  to  men- 
tion, that  the  defcription  was  made  in  1779,  from- 
a  weak  Plant,  the  firft  that  flowei-ed  in  England; 
and  that  the  plate  is  from  a  drawing,  taken  fince 
the  letter-prefs  was  printed,  from  a  ftrong  healthy 
plant :  hence  it  is  alfo,  that  no  reference  is  made 
in  the  text  to  this  figure.
